THE FRENCH TRAM 
STRIKE

The French Tramway strike 
presents certain features which 
make it of interest to all em- 
ployers of labour and to all 
foreigners. It is clearly an out- 
side strike, that is, the 1,300 
labourers of the French Tram- 
vay) Company show a definite 
disinelination to strike but they 
are coerced into their present 
sition by an agency which 
has no relationship to the 
Tramway business. This agency 
ldces not appear on the sur- 
face, it does not communicate 
publicly with the labourers, nor 
has it ever made itself knowit to 
the management of:the French 
‘Tramway Company. Yet, last 
[Saturday night, it called together 
about 129 employees of the com- 
pany (half of those present were 
Gischarged employees) and or- 
tered a strike and the strike 
‘ook place. The 1.300 employees 
of the Company were never con- 
sulted. were never given an 
opportunity to declare for 
against the strike. They 
frightened into striking b;

Far be it from our intention 
to oppose labourers in just de- 
‘mands fo: increased wages and 
rhorter hours, but the methods 
adopted by the labourers to 
achieve these benefits are most.

THE CHINESE FACTORY 
LAW 
Dee. 12. 

Recently we drew attention to 
the provisions of the Factory, 
Law proposed by the Nationalist 
Government, pointing out that 
at a period when the further 
industrialization of China is in 
the minds of a great many of 
the most enterprising merchants, 
it is likely to have the effect o 
decisively retarding it. Further 
inquiry into this subject shows 
that on the whole we understated 
the case, but before going into 
that, the result of inguiry into 
the origin of the proposed law 
provides much food for thought. 
At the time when the Com- 
munists were in control in the 
Wuhan centre another Factory 
Law was brought into existence, 
and so far as we have been able 
to ascertain this one in no 
‘essentials differs from that out- 
spokenly Communistic document. 
In Western countries when an. 
important new measure of this 
kind is in the minds of a 
political party it is generally 
found that only after careful 
inquiry among leaders of in- 
dustry, coupled with investiga. 
tion of the workers’ condition, 
are the provisions of the law 
laid down. In this case owners 
‘of factories have not been con- 
sulted in regard to the measure, 
and so far as ean be ascertained 
the employer of labour whose 
advice has been asked by the| 
Government has been the dir-| 
‘ctor of a printing concern. One 
would have hoped that the heads 
of the cotton industry would be 
the first consulted, but as they 
Were not, and further as they’ 
would have told the Government: 
that nothing short of ruin would 
attend the promulgation of this| 
measure, it takes on anew 
aspect. It is, in effect, practical- 
ly drawn word for word from the 

mmunist book of legislation, 
is utterly inharmonious with the 
needs of the country in its pre- 
sent state.

It must be remembered that 
when mills were a popul 
feature for investment of Chin- 
capital in 1918, the cost of 
machinery was at its highest, 
and thus commenced the large 
overhead expenses which have 
hampered them ever since. There 
was inexperience among the 
promoters, and this has had to 
be paid for. Then they under- 
took the great task of putting 
up mills’ with, say, 40,000 
spindles against huge Japanese 
organizations having 400,000, 
and the case has proved to be 
a desperate one. Why in the 
circumstances hamper a young 
industry with a set of Com. 
munistic laws when other im- 
portant measures would tend to 
improve the situation? 


By. insisting on the elimina- 
tion of a night shift, the pro- 
posed Law enacts that employ- 
‘ment will be given to so many 
fewer workers, for there are no 
other mills at present existing 
in China to employ them, A 
government suggesting such a 
measure as that in the present 
‘state of Chinese industrializa- 
tion is undertaking a grave 
responsibility, What might have 
been done very effectively, how- 
ever, is a financial measure 
which would in the course of 
time have eased the position of 
the mills effectively. One of 
‘the greatest handicaps these 
‘companies have had to carry has 
been their overdrafts, and. that 
is a much more serious matter 
in China than elsewhere. Where- 
as “Japanese companies ean 
secure an overdraft at about six 
per cent. per annum, Chinese 
have to pay between twelve and 














twenty per cent, and this 
burden has already greatly 
handicapped the industry, A 


strong central bank is required 
to bring down the rate of 
interest in China—it need noty 
Jend money on its own accoun 
but its presence behind mer* 
chant banks would mean that 
they could give the necessary 
accommodation with security 
‘and on a much lower scale than 
what is generally “considered 
satisfactory by, Chinese banks 
they are at present con- 
stituted.

CHINA'S RAILWAYS 
Dee. 20,° 
Questions asked in the House 
of Commons last Monday, on the 
holding up by the Japanese a 
‘Tsinanfu of a quantity of roll- 
ing-stock which belongs to the 
‘Tientsin-Pukou railway, give 
public expression to a a griev- 
ance which has been privately 
pressed in China for some time 
past. According to the informa- 
tion we receive the rolling-stock 
detained at Tsinanfu amounts to 
fifty-five locomotives aud 795 
passenger and freight cars. No 
through trains can be run from 
Pukou to Tientsin, trains to the 
north having to turn off by the 
‘Lung-Hai railway at Hsuchowfa 
and even thus communication is 
sparse and slow.

The pirates took away 240 salted

Not cont 
ith this, they destroyed much of 
the gear and did considerable dam- 
‘age to the junk’s sails, presumably 
to prevent her following them, 
which was hardly likely after the

‘Speaking, of conditions generally 
‘on the Shantung const, the master 
of the Chen Kung Shun declared 
that trade between there and 
Shanghai, which is carried on by 
smaller sized junks, gradually is 
being killed. The larger junks sail 
in convoys of, three or four, for 
mutual protection, and as a rule 
escape molestation, but the smaller 
craft sail alone and, being unarmed, 
form an easy prey and are being 
riven off the sea. 

‘The pirates are a wild and reckless 
lot, utterly heedless of human 
life, and they do not hesitate to 
kill’ any who make a show of 
resistance, Most of them are de- 
stitute, starv'ng, and dressed in 
rags, ‘and they think more of 
securing clothing and bedding than 
anything else, though it is. litle 
fof any value’ that they leave on 
Junks they capture.

THE U.S. CONSULATE 
AT NANKING 


‘Temporary Offices Opened Early 
This Week -) 


an Consular Oifices in 

reopened unostenta- 
tiously ye Nationalist capital 
carly this week when Mr. J. Hall 
Paxton, who has for some time been 
acting as U. 8. Consul for Nanking, 
with oflices in the Consulate-General 
here, arrived in the capital, 

Mr. E. B, Price has been appoint- 
ed U. $. Consul in Nanking, and is| 
‘expected to arrive in the Nationalist 
eapital within the next week to as- 
sume nis post. In the meantime the 
duties will be carried on by Mr. 
Paxton, 

The U. S. Consulate in Nanking} 
has been closed since March 24, 1927, 
when all foreigners evacuated the 
capital, following the now notorious 
attack’ by Chinese soldiers, The 
consulate was occupied for many 
months by Chinese soldiery and the 
property was badly damaged, Fur- 
ther repairs have to be made to the 
house and offices before they will be 
in the same condition as before the 
outrage, 

It is expeeted that work on the 
building will be completed within a 
fortnight, but the date of occupancy 
ig not yet fixed and the lease for 
the building has not yet been 
signed. 

Controversy Over Salute Ended 
Nanking, Dee, 

In_a telegram to the M 
for Foreign Affairs of the National 
Government which reached the 
Foreign Office yesterday, the 
American Minister to China, Mr. 
J. van A. MacMurray, stated that 
ho had been instructed by the 
American ‘Government to fnform 
the Chinese Government that Mr. 
Clarence Spiker had been appointed 
American Consul at Nanking, and 
that it was planned to re-open the 
American consulate that day, 

This message ended the long 
controversy betwecn the National 
Government and the American au- 
thorities over the question whether 
‘or not Chinese gunboats here should 
fire an appropriate salute to 
wileome back the American con- 
sular officials as part of a ceremony 
commemorating the re-opening of 
the American Consulate. 

‘The Chinese authorities have been 
repairing the consulate building and 
making it fit for occupation, but the 































































message from the American Minis- 
ter stating that the consulate would 
be reopened that day was rather 
unexpected and somewhat surprised

Travel on the small passenger 
lawnches which run in so many diree- 
ona from Hankow is rapidly bee 
coming impossible, In earier days 
the chief peril used to be that the 
rope which tied the steering ap- 
paratus together would break at 
Some unexpected moment and tho 
launch would bury itself n a sand- 
bank, But the last few days have 
shown piracy is increasing at a rate 
which shows beyond question the 
{tility of Iocal attempts to maine 
tain order. 

On the 4th instant the launch 
which was on its way up. from 
Yanglo put in as usual at Wutang- 
ou for passengers. Five men dress- 
ed as civilians came on board ac- 
companied by one in uniform, After 
tho launch had gone another few 

ss, the six produced their wea~ 
pons.” One guarded the steersman 
and one the engine-room, The other 
four rearched the passengers and 
their Laggage. ‘The launch waa 
ordered to stop at a certain pointy 
where a boat put out and took off 
the pirates and their loot. 

On the 6th another launch, this 
timo the one named ‘Myriad 'Hap- 
pinesses” was approaching the same 
place when a boat put out and so 
many hots were fired into the air 
that. the captain decided to stop, 
‘The men knew what they were after, 
for having removed a consignment 
of $2,000 in syeee they Jet the 
launch go. 

‘And on the 6th a large Chinese 
passenger boat going down to some 
place not far below Hankow was 
stopped by a boat which put out 
from the Wuchang shore.

The whole thing is being done so 
systematically that, it is clearly tho 
work of a gang. ‘The fact that in 
every case some one or more of 
the pirates is in uniform is. di 
auicting. . 
Burnt out Homes 

‘The weather is bitterly cold and 
rain is falling, so that the stato 
fof the hundreds of families whose 
huts were bumt is attracting atten 
tion. After the big fire stringent 
orders were given that the huts 
were not to be re-ecectad, and though 
the people have to some extent de- 
fied these orders they have not ven 
tured to replace their huts in any 
permanent shape. ‘The local. Pro- 
tection Society therefore approached 
the authorities to hasten the building 
of the three villages. ‘Tho Chineso 
press makes rather sareastie remarks

they hope to begin the work next 
spring, and points out that many

‘The Charms and Influence of 
Ahja Gehzang No More 





Fuow Oce Ows Contesronnent 
Tachienlu, Nov. 8. 

Ahja Geh-zang was buried this| 
morning. ‘The day, night, or hour 
of her death is unknown: all that we 
can say is that she died “about,” 
‘and leave it there. With the Ahja's 
passing away the most notorious 
and well Known figure on the 
frontier has passed from the scene 
of action, She was known by 
‘everybrdy; was a prominent figure 
at all public and private functions; 
every great_man who graced the 
border with his presence came to 
know Adja Gehzang. She smiled on 
everybody and at least twenty, di 
ferent Chinese merchants and 
officials came under the magnetic 
influence of her charming manner. 

Like the, no doubt, attractive’ 
woman recorded in. the Scriptures, 
Getvang hid the privilege of loving 
many hushands, While she lived she 
‘was a living demonstration on the 
‘Tibetan fronticr of the principle of 
polyandry. She dwelt far above the 
ignominious system of polygamy. 
Number one wife is no doubt all 
right but there is always the 
dangerous possibility, with mankind 
in its prosent stage of evolution, of 
becoming wife number two. Anja 
Gehzang was prepared to take no 
risks, A Chinese merchant comes! 
to town, young, wealthy, expable: 
Gehziing casts one glance and the 
‘merchant falls at her feet. A young, 
official, highly educated, woll con- 
nected, and brilliant comes up to the 
border, Gehzang meets him at some 
public function and he follows the 
ten merchant in the long succession. 
Gehzang always married men of 
influence and position. Mer large 
‘Tibetan home was the rendezvous of 
her many patient, simple, docile 
lovers. 




















Wealth But Wher 
That this Tibetan lady had out- 
standing charms cannot be denied. 
When she died she had reached the 
age of 60. She was living all alone, 
Guests, Chinese and Tibetan, oc- 
cupied ‘rooms in different parts of 
the large compound. Bidding them 
‘good night, she retired as usual to 
her own quarters, Next | morni 
this famous Tibetan lady “was not” 
and at what hour she had died no 
fone scemis to know. Frequent calls 
‘and knocks at her door produced no 
response and it then became ap- 
parent that Gehzang had passed 
away. Her wealth, everyone knew, 
must be enormous, but where was 
it? Apart from her wearing apparel 
‘and eating utensils the room was 
almost bare. ‘That she had lent out 
large sums of money, everyone 
knew; but where were the records? 
Frequently she lent money without | 
keeping any record? By some mys. 
terious premonition Gchzang knew 
hor end was near; she might die 
any day, e she carefully took the 
precaution of settling her property’ 
before she died. This may be so; 
it may be otherwise. 

Gohzang, during her long and 
‘made one very successful 














Jala, and by him had two daughters. 


One’ of these, her eldest, like her 
mother, appreciated the principle of 
polyandry. Gebzang through her| 
marriage with the King of Jala, 
though she was wife number three, 
and the king was husband number 
four, nevertheless gained consider- 
able’ status in Chinese and Tibetan 
society on the border. 


A Business Proposition 
Perhaps this whole marriage 
question on the Tibetan frontier’ 
comes up here to do business, it may 
be tea, musk, or wool, and before 
he ean go very far he must find 
someone with a knowledge of the 
‘Tibetan language. The wild and. 
woclly nomad from Lamaland yel's 
at him in a strange and mysterious 
tongue; what does he mean? asks 
the merchant, and what does he 
want?) From the yak-butter folds 
‘of his sheep-skin garment he 
produces some musk and is merely’ 
asking the tea merchant to exchanze 
some tea for the musk. That's all 
but it involves the merchant from 
the plain in considerable difficulty. 
Now a Tibetan wife is always 
cheaper and leas embarrassing, than 
an American negro: moreover she 














family and business concern. Geh- 
zang’s many marriages are very. 
largely accounted for in this way. 
She helped the merchant up to a. 
certain point, and if he waxed fat, 
well the person to kick was this) 
wealthy Ahja. 

Gehzang, during her lifetime, 
took religion very lightly. At her: 
death she was a follower of the 
Saja Sect and very intimate with 
Sung Lama, Frequently she would 
call in a bunch of drabas, give them 
Soute -instructions about praying 
very hard, and keeping at it till she 
came back. Gehzang would then 
call on her numerous friends, find 
& gambling party in fall swing, with 
lots of rood things to eat, and many 
agreeable guests to talk with. 
Gehzan knew how to play mahjonge 
and sometimes became so interested 
inthe game that the poor praying 
drabas at home went clean out of 
her mind. As she was too Inte 
to go home that night, the friendly 
host would invite the Ahja to stay 
tiM next day. Of course she would 
apologize; but praying under such 

ireumstanees is never encouraging. 


‘The ScFrant Problem 


Gehzang had one terrible weak- 
oss: she simply could not ki 
servant. With her erratic habi 
life it was impossible. Servant 
sorvant tried to serve this capricious, 
Indy but it could not be done; they 
‘would be left for days without ins- 
tructions, without food, and without 
drink. The poor servant would 
make his or her escape, very quickly, 
and sometimes followed by the 
unbreakable kitchen utensils. Geh- 
zang could be very sweet, expec 
with her numeroup friends, but 
could also, on occasions, treat her 
servants not like a Tibetan lady. 
How was the Ahja to be buried? 
The Tibetans have four methods, in 
disposing of their dead, namely, by 
iurning the body, by burying it, by 
it in the river, or by: 
it to a mountain top and 
i it there for the hinds. The 
hour, day, month, and year of 
jehzang’s’ birth, strangely 
ciding with the unknown hour and 
day of her death, determined 
‘exactly how she should be disposed 
of: carly on the morning of the 
ighth, followed by a large company 
of mourners, Ahja Gehzang wax 
‘on the mountain side,

~ OF KUANGTUNG 





$500,000 to Be Saved Monthly: 
Smaller Force and Better 





From Oce Owx Connesroxoist 
Canton, Dee. 10. 


$500,000 it is heard, is the 
minimam that will be saved every 
month by the reduction in the size 
of the Kuangwung armies, and as 
time goes on an even more sub- 
stantial saving may be brought 
about. How this money shall be 
spent, is a question that has given 
ise to considerable argument, but 
in public construction scems to be 
the best bet, ‘Treasurer Fung 
Chuk-min, however, has promised 
merchants that they 
full benefit of what. 
the military leaders lose under the 
military reorganization scheme until 
the $10,000,000 that the govern- 
ment borrowed last year from the 
business houses has been repaid in 
fall, In all probability, though, 
other funds. will be disbursed to 
settle the merchants’ claims, and 
these funds will be expended for 
the building of highways and other 
pablie improvements. 
New Year Bandits. \ 
+ Cutting down expenses is to com: 
menee even earlier than the cutting: 
down of the size of the standing 
forees. Immediately after New 
Year—and by this foreign New 
Year ix meant—is the time when 
the size of the military appro- 
priations shall be reduced. But 
that would be the wrong time 
to muster out troopers, for 
between January 1 and Chinese 
New Year countless numbers of 
Cantonese will be treking back to 
their country homes to celebrate 
the holidays, and the criminal el 
ment will be out in force, Always, 
in the past the Inwless bands that 
infest the outlying districts of 
Kuangtung have been most desper- 
ate, blooilthirsty, most successful 
during the few weeks preceding the 






































passing out of the old year. And 
the government, now that great 
strides have been made in driving 








the pirates and bandits from the 
settled communities, will do its best 
to foil these outlaws, All available 
troops must be sent out to guard 
the lines of communication until 
Chinese New Year has passed. 

Higher Standard for Army 
Foreigners have been inclined to 
doubt the success of the plan which 
‘alls for the letting out of thousands 
‘of soldiers for, they argue, even 
with ite full strength the army has 
rnot been able to gain complete mas- 
tery over the Kuangtung banditti. 
‘The answer to that is that the 
quality of the troops is to be im- 
proved, for one thing, and a special 
organization is to be formed to put 
down robbers and pirates. 

A higher standard is promised. 
Men who are too old will not be 
retained; doubtful characters will 
not be kept on the army rolls; the 
unphysically fit will not be wanted. 
‘An appeal will be made to citizens 
to fill up the ranks with a better 
type of soldier, for nowadays the 
public's attitude towards service in 
‘the army has changed radically, and 
many young men of good parentage 
even believe it to be a patristic 
duty to serve their country in the 

For each country in the whole 
Province a special officer is to be 
picked out and given full authority 
to proceed against the criminals in 
his district. - Picked troops will be 
placed at his disposal, and there 
will be a system of co-operation by 
which soldiers may be poured in 
from neighbouring counties if need 
arises. Over this entire banditry 
suppression force there will be a 
supreme commander; General Tang 
‘Shai-chang, the garrison commander 
in Canton’ is mentioned for the 
position. 

‘The Feeling Against Japan 

The military council that is work- 
ing on this scheme for reorganizing 
the armies of the two Kuangs held 
ut one plenary session, and then 
took a recess, failing to meet again 
until the 7th. This occasioned sur- 
prise, but it seems that time had to 
be allowed to give certain commit- 
tees a chance to work out the Pro- 
Blems that have been left to them.

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CHINA'S NEED OF 
FOREIGN LOANS 








ir. Chu Chao-hsin on Oppors 
tunities for Foreign Investors

Hongkong, Dee. 8. 

China would welcome foreign 
capital to reconstruct China, devlar- 
ed Mr. Chu Chao-hsin, Viee-Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, in a Weekly 
Memorial Service at the Canton 
Branch Political Council this week. 

‘He began by saying that all the 
foreign diplomatists in China a 
showing a spirit of friendship and 
sympathy towards this country and 
that some of them have already 
centered into reciprocal treaties with 
the National Government. The main 
object of these new treaties is an 
adequate protection, so that foreign- 
‘ers can earry on trade in China, 

China will net only protect ‘the 
flow of trade between this country 
and foreign nations, Mr. Chu said, 
bout is glad to welcome roreign eapital 
for reconstructive work, He point 
ed out that 50 years ago Japan bor- 
rowed foreign loans to develop her 
industries. The same policy was 
pursued by the United States 60 
years ago when she obtained loana 
from Europe to improve her com- 
merce. Both countries were bene- 
fited by these foreign investments. 
Since China is 80 poor, she should 
also follow the steps of’ Japan and 
the United States. 


Productive Investment 


The loans contracted years wo 
‘were used only for military purposes 
and not for productive work. Now 
China is in a period of political 
tutelage, he suid, and money is to be 
obtained for constructive work which 
will yield return, In this way the 
debts can bo gradually repaid. If 
such foreign investments were 
utilized to convert China into a 
flourishing country, there should be 
no objection whatever, Loans of 
this kind stand on different footing 
with those that were lent to ine 
dividual militarists. 

‘The most important point, in Me. 
Chu's opinion, is that in all'foreign 
trade and loans, they must be sub- 
Jeet to Chinese laws and regulations, 
This fact is to be emphasized in all 
diplomatic dealings with respoet to 
money matters. 

‘The United Front Broken 

With regard to the recent China- 
Japan negotiations to settle all ou 
standing questions, the Viee-Minister 
expressed very” little anxiety. 
Formerly the Powers gathered 
together to present a united front 
Is China, but such practice, 
id, had fallen into disrepute. 
Mr. Chu said that the frequent 
visits of foreign diplomatic officials 
to Nanking meant that Chinese and 
foreigners wanted to get togothér 
to diseuss problems of great concern, 
What the Chinese people want is 
equality and with their support, all 
the “unequal” treaties will | bo 
abolished in no distant future. 

Provided no political troubles 
break out, China will become a 
progressive and powerful nation, 
Mr. Chu predicted. No matter 
whether the Powers are sympathotic 
or not, China will assume a place 
of prominence in the family of 
nations, concluded Mr. Chu.

‘The question of closing the courts 
to legal practitioners who are not 
members of the Shanghai Bar As- 
sociation has again been brought up 
in the course of a lensthy petition 
addressed by the Shanghai Chinese 
Bar Association to the Nanking ay- 
thorities. As already pointed. out 
in the columns of the “North-China 
Daily News,” the Bar Associati 
jin the hands of two self-appointed 
feommittees, the executive and sup- 
cervisory, and it is their purpose to 
set_up a monopoly. That this i 
their idea, the following telegras 
will confirm:— 

“Members of the Shanghai Bar 
Association have been permitted to 
practise in all the Iaw courts by

A Far Sighted Policy 
‘The spirit that prompted the Bri 
tish Government to act as it did 
must be deseribed as far-sighted and 
in harmony with the conditions ace| 
tually prevailing in che Par East. 
Its action is an indication of its view 
that, by taking possession of the ex- 
‘enemy Property in the Chinese set 
Hements, ft did not intend to con- 
fiscate, it, but merely to xafeguand 
the clainis owned by British na- 
tionals ns against Germany and 
German nationals. Now that these 
claims have hoon satisfied, the bal- 
ance of the security is returned to 
the original owners of the seized 
property. This is an important 
piece of statesmanship, even though} 
it is a fact that the amounts to 
which the agreement applies are al- 
most insignificant by compar 
with the enormous values seized

Cameron, 
and R. J. Roberts comprised the 
jury. Mr. V, Priestwood, Jn. handled 
the ease for the Crown Advocate, 
and Mr. J. MeNeill appeared for the 
defence. 

The ‘charge arose out of an 
assault committed on the Jemadar 
in the morning of October 25 on 
the Customs Jetty, in the course of 
fa fight in which were involved a 
number of Indian watehmen ¢mplo 
ed by the Robert Dollar Co, From 
the proceedings following this fight, 
the accused, with Fouja Singh, Fazil 
Elahi, and Hari Ram were sub- 
sequently charged in H, M. Police 
Court with conspirsey ‘to murder 
the Jemadar, and were committed 
for trial.

But new having spoken of the 
wealth of man's inheritance, lot us 
axk, “What should be our attitude to 
tall?” We at once realise that 
pious people have not spoken wit 
one voice. At least two answers 
have been given to the question, 

‘There is the attitude of the Puri. 
tans, whose motto regarding th 
pleasures of life was summed up in 
the one word “renounce.” Few of 
us are big enough to criticise the 
Puritans, who, in any case, had 
fairly adequate reasons for’ their 
attitude. But they represented a 
reaction from the other extreme and 
the true view is not likely to be 
found in any extreme. Many of us 
fare old enough to remember the 
solemn Sundays of the past. We can 
reeall the suspicion with which such 
forms of creative literature as the 
novel was regarded. We know how 
the theatre, irrespective of the sub- 
Ject of the play and of the caste, 
was denounced, Simple and natural 
pleasures were frowned upon. Most 
of the recreational programme of 
young people to-day would have been 
vetoed by their ancestors to whom. 
the joys of life were regarded as a 
temptation and a snare, or as an 
‘opportunity for renunciation, 

In contrast to that attitude we 
have the declaration of the Apostle 
that the living God has given us all 
things richly fo enjoy. ‘That is the 
true attitude. He says much the 
same thing in his letter to the 
Corinthians: “AN things are yours, 
things present and to come; life and 





























death; or any other ereature—all are 
yours.” And he urges his fellow 
Christians to enjoy their possessions 





to enter into their estate, to accept 
their inheritance. What an in 
adequate view of God is that which 
which suggests that he desires his 
children to be miserable!

Such 
people may through sheer imitation, 
or by the advice of their more cultur= 
ed friends, procure house and nnd 
and pictures. But still they do not 
enjoy them, for they do not under- 
stand them, And while they live in 
surroundings that to some people 
would spell bliss, they are awkward 
and miserable and embarrassed, 59 
that the things that have come to 
them are things to endure, rather 
than to enjoy.

‘One thing that will impress itself 
‘upon any foreign visitor to Mukden 
at the ousct is the fact that all the 
Russian establishments, apart from 
the Soviet Consulate ‘and one or 
‘two garages, are in the Japanese 
concession; while all the German 
¢stablishments are in the interna- 
nal setlement, as it is called, under 
Chinese jurisdiction. This is in- 
teresting, since neither the Russian 
nor the German enjoys extraterri- 
torial rights. Tt indicates clearly’ 
nough that the Russian—in the 
‘past, if nét in the present—did not 
fecl” that he could trust himself, 
hus family and his small investments 
te the mercy of the Chinese tax- 
collector, policeman or court, while 
the German has come to believe 
that he can do so.

When the Cantonese leaders, after 
repudiating the Peking Government 
and declaring: themselves to be the 
only constitutional authority in the 
country, saw it receiving with the 
consent of the Diplomatie Body the 
whole of the Customs revenue not, 
required for foreign obligations, 
friction bezan. The "Cantonese 
authorities threatened to seize the 
Custom-houses at the ports which 
they controlled, and to prevent them 
from doing this the Powers threaten 
ed reprisals, This was in 1918, and 
a similar threat was similarly’ met 
in the following year.

And a look in 
their cells gave the reason for their 
high spirits. Clean, six or seven to 
a room, each with a wooden bed, the 
large rolls of blankets at each foot 
and the giey clad smiling hosts 
brought from us exclamations of 
surprise. “They're far better off 
than many free coolies we've sec 
And they were.
